PRICE OF FLOUR IS 
GOING UP BECAUSE 
OF RISE IN WHEAT 


When the housewife\goes to market 
to buy a sack of flour this moraing, 
she's going to distover that the price 
of flour is on the climb. 

They're going tO pay more for their 
flour than they did yesterday, because 
of the rise in the price of wheat. And 
for every cent each bushel of wheat 
advances in price flour ig going to 
advance 6 cents a barrel. That’s the 
statement made yesterday by repre- 
sentatives of three big milling com- 
panies. When wheat drops, four, they 
say, will drop, too. 

Though family flour will not show 
the rise in the price of wheat until 
today, bakers yestefday found that 
flour, they have been buying for $11.25 
fot long ago, cost them yeste:day 
$11.50. 

If the wheat market goes higher, 
flour, too, will go higher, and with 
it, perhaps, the price of bread. It will 
not reach the high peak, however. the 
millers believe, of the war days, when 
flour once cost as much as $17.50 a 
barrel. 

Today's price of $11.50 for baker's 
flour is the highest since the war days 
and shows an increase since August of 
$3.80. Fiour in August\ was $7.70 a 
barrel. 

Grocers today probably will charges 
about 3 cents more for a twenty-four 
pound sack of flour than they did iwo 
days ago. While the price today in 
the grocery stores will be, the millers 
say, $1.89 for those grocers who add 
the price allowéd to their stock on 
hand, before many days housewives 
may be paying as much as $1.50 for 
a twenty-four pound sack.

DON’T EAT ’EM ALIVE. 


GENERATION ago Dr. H. N. 
Conn proved that eating raw oys- 
ters could spread typhoid fever. 
He established the proof in an 
epidemic of typhoid among some men 


quet. This was a memorable piece of 
work, because at that day there were 80 
many other possibilities. Much of the 
water contained sewage. Most of the 
milk was dirty, and typhoid was hidirg 
aroyad nearly every corner. Now that 
ilk has been made safe and the 
drinking water is free from sewage, it is 
easier to pick out the typhoid due to eat- 
ing raw oysters. 

In 1923 there was a small oyster-caused 
typhoid epidemic in and around Evans- 
The health authorities not only 
investigated the epidemic, but they inves- 
tigated the methods of the oyster grow- 
ers and oyster merchants. It should 
have been plain to the oyster men that 
something should be done. With the 


exception of one large blue point com- 


pany, apparently the oyster men paid no 
attention to the warning. 


~~ 
Late in 1924 an. epidemic of typhoid 
fever appeared in Chicago and northern 
Illinois. The authorities became - con- 
vinced that oysters were responsible for 
practically all the cases in excess of the 
About the same time an epi- 
demic appeared in New York City. Oys- 
ters there were suspected. The health 
authorities seem to be a little slow in 
making up their minds about the cause. 
The Chicago health department early 
came to the conclusion that eating raw 
oysters was the cause of typhoid fever 
and did the best they could to shut out

United States and Great Britain $6,718,000,000 and 
in the next thirty-sevem years would receive only 
$3,750,000,000 from Germany under the Dawes plan.

Europe seldom mentions the profits of the war. | 
There was some profit-taking. A good deal of it | 
was in real estate. The great realtors split up| 
everything Germany had outside of her continental 
territory in Europe, and of that France took back 
Alsace-Lorraine and took the Sadr, wonderfully 
increasing its command of minerals and its indus- 
trial power. 

All this real estate business ought to count for 
scmething.. The victors took what they wanted, 
all except the United States, which, we believe, got 
the ambiguous privilege of landing a cable or put- 
ting up a wireless on the island of Yap, subject to 
Japanese discretion in the matter. There was a 
profit, and it went to Great Britain, France, Italy, 
Japan, etc. 

This is mentioned because it ought to go into 
the exhibit along with devastations and losses. In 
older days France might have paid the United 
States in wine. Occasionally. runners from St. 
Pierre-Miquelon appear with “ Volstead, we are. 
here.” But that does not help on the debt. 

St. Pierre-Miquelon, the French Canadian islands, 
might themselves be applied, along with Martsaique 
and the French Caribbean islands and the French 
Pacific islands, the Marquesas, Society islands, etc. 
That would help the United States to consolidate 
along its coast and sea routes. These islands do 
Not now seem valuable, but it is a military axiom 
that if you do not own an island some one else will, 
and it is next to impossible to tell what effect an 
island may have. The modern classic example is 
Helgoland, which Great Britain transferred to Ger. 
many. 

When we had no idea what the submarine would 
be or do, or the airplane, we allowed the Sparish 
dslands about Guam to remain with Spain and later 
eptbe transferred to Germany, from whom they 
gre won by Japan. There row is Guam, 6ur- 

rounded by Japanese nests. Guam is far away, 
and we have no intention of doing anything with 
it: but if we had intended to use it as the key of 
the fat Pacific, as it could be, the purpose would 
have been ruined by failure to appreciate what the 
other islands were.

“British West Indies in the negotiations, but they 
The British 
West Indies are of real and obvious importance to 
America, a part of it, but the British want thern, 
and, as they are paying cash over the counter, we 
can only regret that they would not’lsten to what 
we thought was reason. 

The matter can be pressed on French attention. 
It is fair for a debtor who says he is short of cash 
to gonsider that he has acceptable real estate 
assets. All these island possessions have changed 
hands many times, in war and after it. There is 
a string of precedents.

It is worth a 
try, and it would not require much moral courage 
of the legislature to pass the decision on both rac- 
ing and boxing on to the people. 


THE MUNICIPAL COURT. 


Chief Justice Harry Olson of the. Municipal 
court has the power to transfer the associate 
judges, just as the chief of police has the power 
to transfer captains from one district to the other. 
The chief frequently makes transfers ostensibly 
for the good of the service.-. Judge Olson has just 
made a transfer of judges. : 

Some of the judges in the criminal! division had 
become at least erratic. The court has resented 
police criticism of its methods but some of the 
procedure in the courts had attracted unfavorable 
attention. 

One danger in the Municipal court is political 
pliability. Nonenforcement of law can be used to 
popularize judges With “various classes of citizen- 
ship. A pliable judge makes friends. Transfer 
will help by keeping the best judges in the courts 
of greatest responsibility, but the chief burden is 
political and it is on the voters. The court will 
not serve its purpose any better than the old police 
magistrate and justice of the peace system unless 
the electorate keeps the judicial standard up. The 
Municipal court system is all right. The matter 
is one of personnel. 


UNPAID TAXES. 


Uncoliected taxes, real and personal, amount to 
$48,000,000, according to County Treasurer Patrick 
J. Carr. The Civic federation bulletins show that 
for 1921 and 1922 the uncollected personal property 
tax was 27 per cent. In 1919 it was only 14.08 per 
cent. Evasion of taxation in this fashion is in- 
creasing and the consequences are felt by the tax- 
ing bodies. Not all of it can be collected, but a’ 
large sum could be. It is in part a failure of 
methods which should be corrected. This is a lot 
of money to be lost, and lost because people ignore 
their tax bills.

Jf these ends cannot be secured, the 
reople might as well make up their 
minds to permanently get on without raw 
oysters. They may not give them up 
as the result of action of one govern- 
ment or the event of one day, but in 
time the custom of eating raw shell food 
will come to an end.

In it you refer to the trial of Gaston 
B. Means, who is now on trial in the 
United States District court for the 
Southern district of New York. In it 
you comment upon the administration 
of justice in this particular case in a 
manner which reflects upon the depart- 
ment of justice of the United States and 
a United States District judge. 

*“*He (Means) is being prosecuted in 
the federal] court in New York. A fed- 
eral judge from Illinois was especially 
assigned to conduct the trial and trans- 
ferred for that purpose. When the trial 
began Monday the judge himself chose 
the jury, according to the report from 
New York, which added that it was ‘a 
precedent for the federal court in this 
district.’ 

“ This is not the only federal case in 
which the special effort to obtain convic- 
tion indicated that the prosecution was 
taking a short cut through the rights 
of the defendanty first by seeking a 
judge outside the district in which the 
offense lay, as if in search of a ‘ hanging 
judge,’ such as Jeffreys of the Bloody 
Assizes.”’ 

The congested condition of the calen- 
dar of the United States District court 
in’ the Southern district of New York 
has made it necéssary for years to bring 
into New York federal judges from 
other districts in order to expedite the 
business in that court. Whenever it is 
possible to find a District judge in any 
part of the United States who can be 
spared from his district for a month or 
six weeks he may, on the application of 
the presiding judge of this Circuit, and 
with the consent of the presiding judge 
of the Circuit to Which he belongs, be 
assigned to sit here by the chief justice 
of the Supreme court of the United 
States. It was in this way that the fed- 
eral judge to whom you refer in your 
editorial was brought to New York. He 
was not transferred to conduct the trial! 
of Means, but to hear such cases as 
might be ready to be heard and be 
brought before him. 
happened to be one of the cases ready 
to be tried, and along with other cases 
it fell to the lot of the “ Illinois judge ”’ 
to hear it. 

The editorial states that the judge 
“chose the jury.” You undoubtedly 
refer to the fact that in impaneling the 
jury he alone examined the jurors on 
their voir dire to determine the question 
of their competency to sit on the jury, 


instead of leaving the matter to the. 


lawyers to ask any questions that might 
occur to them. In pursuing the course 
he did in this matter “the Illinois 
judge” was not pursuing a method of 
his own, but was proceeding under a 
rule which had been formally adopted 
by the District judges in the Southern 
district of New York, and which it was 
his duty, sitting in this district, to fol- 
low, And it is to be said that in adopt- 
ing the rule referred to the District 
judges acted upon a recommendation 
made to them recently by the judicial 


| conference which consists of the chief 


justice of the United States Supreme 
court and of the presiding judge of each 


United States Circuit Court of Appeals— - 


there being nine of such courts in the 
entire country. 

The rule thus recommended has been 
the practice of the English courts and 


| has prevailed in some of the courts of 
| the United States.

ommend it, and makes impossible such 
a condition of things as existed in Chi- 
cago, for example, when five or aix 
weeks were consumed in the mere im- 
paneling of a jury for the trial of Lloyd 
and his associates a few years ago. The 
adoption of the new rule did not and 
could not deprive the accused persons of 
their right of - peremptory challenge 
given them by act of congress or of 
their right to challenge for cause. 

And the rule allows counse}] on either 
side to submit to the judge any ques 
tion which counsel thinks ought to be 
propounded to the prospective juror. If. 
the judge thinks it ought to be asked 
he will himself put it to the juror. But 
if he thinks the question is unnecessary 
he will refuse to ask it. The rule has 
been adopted for no other reason than 
to expedite the trial of cases, and ina 
district in which cases are two years 
Dehind it is certainly important that 
time shou!d not be wasted in asking all 
sorts of foolish and umnmnécessary ques- 
tions in the itmpaneling of a jury. It is 
to be presumed that the judicial confers | 
ence, which recommended the adoption 
of the rule, did. not believe it wolates 
the constitutional rights of accused per 
sons. But if in this they are in error} 


and the constitutional rights of Meang : 


and his co-defendants have been vio- 
lated, the Supreme court of the United 
States will say so when the question is | 
presented to it in the proper. way. 

It is true that one charged in a fed- 
eral court with the commission of crime 
against the United States is entitled to 
be tried fn the state and district where- 
in the crime was committed. The lan- 
guage of the constitution is that he shall 
enjoy the right to a trial “by an im- 
partial jury of state and district where- 
in the crime shall have been committed.” 

it is not an uncommon thing to bring 
a judge from one distriet into another 
to hear civil and criminal cases. I am 
unaware that any court has ever held 
that this is “an evasion” of the rule 
which entitles the accused to be tried 
in the district in which the crime Is al- 
leged to have been committed. 

I hope I have made it plain that “ the 
Illinois judge’ was not brought to New 
York as “a hanging judge,”, “ such as 
Jeffreys of the Bloody Assizes.” This 
is a very serious charge against both 
the department of justice and the judge 
involved. Such statements ought not te 
be made by a great newspaper like 
yours, and I am @ure that they would 
not have been made unless you believed 
them to be true. Iam, therefore, for 
the first time since I have been on thé 
federal bench, departing from a rule I 
have consistently followed not to make 
public comment on criticisms passed 


upon the conduct of a case pending im 


the courts. 


Let me add that the District judge re- 


flected upon is an able, impartial, and 
highly respected judge, and his char 
acter bears as little resemblance to that 
of Jeffreys as any man on the federal 
bench.
